wuubered 1 on page 2 of the English transla- 
tion, and 
"The Chicfs of the State lolice, or their deputies, must zet 
telephonic contact with the political lcaders (Gauleitung oder 
Kreisleituns) who ha jurisdiction over their districts, and have 
errance a joint meeting with the appropriate inspector or commander 
the Order VYolice to discuss the or enization of the demonstrations. 
these discussions the political leaders heave to be informed that 
the German Police has reevived from the Reichsfuechrer §S and Chief of the 
German ¥clice the followinr instructions, in accordance with which the 
political leaders sg 1 adjust their own measures. 
That has to do with the preperation for the general Jewish uprisings. 
Now, with reference to Document 3063, which follows just one or 
two cocuments below--

COLONE], STOREY: Thet, if you recall, Your Honor, was a report 
from the Sunreme Court Justice Buch to the Defendant Goering con- 
cernin;: punishment for the uprisincs thet fcllewed the 9th and 10th 
of November cemonstration. I should like to quote the portion signed 
by the Defendent Goerinc. It is, I believe, the second pare of the 
Enclish translation. 

It is datec: "Berlin, 22 February, 1939." 

"Dear Verty Member Buch 

"I thank you for forworcing the repert of your special senate about 
the precedure hitherto concluded concernins the excesses on the cecasion 
of the anti-Jewish operations of 9 anc 10 November 1938, of which I 
have teken cornizance, 

"Hoil Hitler, 

and then, pessin;;, Sour Honor, to pare number 1 immediately 
followins, of the English tr: atio I think the next two paracraphs 
will enswor Your Honor's question. I quotcs 

"On the evenine of 9 Novenix 1938, Reich proparanda director 
Farty ember Dr. Goebbels told c Party leaders assembled at a social 
evenine in the old tow hall in Munich, that in the districts (Gauen) 
of Kurhessen enc Hardeburcesnholt it had come to hostile Jewish denon- 
strations, durin:; which Jewish shons were demolished and syna,:orucs 
were sect on fire. The Fuchrer, at Goebbels’ suszrestion, had decided 
that such demonstraticns were not to be prepared or organized by the 
arty, but so far as they oricinated spontaneously, they were not to be 
discouraed either, In other respects, Party Member Dr. Goebbels 
carricc. out the purport cof whet was prescribed in the teletype of the 
Reich preparanda acministration cf 10 Nevember, 1938. 

"It was probably understood by 211 of the Party leaders present"-- 


HE PRESIDENT (Interposing): What does "12:30 to 1 o'clock" mean 


COLONEL STOREY: That is the time of the teletype 
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message, I assume, your Honor. 

THE PRESIDENT: Yese 

COLONEL STOREY: "It was probably understood by all the Party 
leaders present, from the oral instructions of the Reich propaganda 
director, that the Party should not appear outwardly as the originator 
of the demonstrations but in reality should organize and execute them. 
Instructions in this sense were telephoned immediately -— thus a con- 
siderable time before transmission of the first teletype -~ to the 
bureaux of their districts (Gaue) by a large part of the Party members 
present." 

Now, your Honors properly asked, yesterday afternoon, how the 
Blockleiter would be affected. Your Honors will recall that in the 
instructions to the Blockleiter defining his offices it was stated that 
his instructions would be received orally and they would be transmitted 
orally, and never to use writinz except in extreme cases, Therefore, I 
say that these quoted portions clearly indicate that the Party was in fact 
used in connection with these famous 9 and 10 November, 1938, anti-Jewish 
demonstrations. 

Now,reverting back to the text where I left off yesterday 
afternoon: 

The “eadership Corps of the Nazi Farty participated in the 


confiscation of church and religious property, 


I offer in evidence Document 072~PS, which is U.S. Exhibit 3575 


which is a letter dated 19 April 1941, from Reichsleiter Bormann to 
Reichsleiter Rosenberg. This letter exposes the participation of the 
Gauleiter in measures relating to the confiscation of religious property, 

I now quote from the last paragraph of page 1 of the English 
translation of Document 072=PS, which reads: 

"The libraries and art objects of the monasteries confiscated in 
the Reich were to remain for the time being in these monasteries, insofar 
as the Gauleiter had not determined otherwise," 

On 21 February 1940, the Chief of the Security Police and SD, 
Heydrich, wrote a letter to Reichsfuchrer SS, Himmler, proposinz that certain 
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listed churches and monasteries be confiscated for the accommodation of 
somcalled racial Germans, 
The Tribunal, of course, will recall Himmler's position. 
After pointing out that, on political grounds, outright 
expropriation of religious prepesty would not be feasible at the time, 


Heydrich suggested certain specious interim actions with respect to the 


church properties in question, to be followed progressively by outright 


confiscation. 

I now offer in evidence R-101A ~+ it is right towards the end 
of your Honors? exhibit -— as U.S. Exhibit 358. 

If your Honors please, there are several of those documents under 
R-101, and at the bottom you will notice they are labeled "A", "BY", and 
"Cc". The first one is R~101A, and I quote the first five paragraphs on 
page 2 of the English translation: 

"Enclosed is a list of church possessions which might be 
available for the accommodation of Racial Germans, The list, which 
please return, is supplemented by pbinibeneadsies and illustrated material 
pertinent to the subject. 

"for political reasons, expropriation without indemnity of the 
entire property of the churches and religious orders will hardly be 
possible at this time, 

"Expropriation with indemnity or in return for assignment of 
other lands and grounds will be even less possible, 

"It is therefore Sugzested that the respective authorities of 
the Orders be instructed that they make available the monasteries concerned 
for the accommodation of Racial Germans and remove their own members to 


other less populous monasteries," 
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There is a marginal note opposite this paragraph that, translated, means 
"very goode" 

"The final expropriation of these properties thus placed at our disposal 
can then be carried out step by step in course of timce" 

On 5 April, 19/0, che Security Police and Security Service SS sent a 
letter to the Reich Commissar for the consclidation of Germandom, enclosing 


a copy of the foregoing letter from Heydrich to Himmler to 21 February, 190, 


proposing the confiscation of church properties. The letter of 5 April, 190 


is included in the document R-1OlA, just introduced in evidence; and I quote 
from the second sentence of the first paragraph thereof, on page 1 of the 
English translation of Document R-101A. It is the first paragraph of page 1 
of that same document. 

I quote: 

"The Reich leader SS has agreed to the proposals made in the enclosed 
letter and has ordered the matter to be dealt with by collaboration between 
the Chief of the Security Police and Security Service and your office." 

if Your Honor please, I believe it is on page 1 of R-1OLI. It is from 
the second sentence of the first parazraph on R-l0lA. It is on the same one 
as the tab is, Your Honore 

THE PRESIDENT: Yes. 

COLONEL STOREY: I now offer inevidence Document R=101C. Exhibit 358. 
This is a letter dated July 30, 191, written by an ss Standartenfuchrer, whose 
signature is illegible, to the Reich Leader of the SS. The letter supplies 
further evidence of the participation of the Gauleiter in the seizure of 
church propertye I quote from the first three paragraphs of the English 
translation of document R-101C--101C will be shown at the bottom of the pare. 

‘Further to report of 30 May, 191, this office considers it its duty 
to call the Reich Leader's attention to the development which is currently 
taking place in the incorporated Eastern countries with regard to seizure and 
confiscation of church property. 

"As soon as the Reich laws on expropriation had been introduced, the Reich 
Governor and Gauleiter inthe Warthelani adopted the practice of expropriating 


real estate belonging to churches for use as dwellinczs. He crants compensatior 
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to the extent of the assessed value and pays the equivalent amount into 


bloeked accounts.

"Moreover, the Last German Estate Administration limited reports that in 


the Warthegav all real estate owned by the churches is bet: i claimed by the 
local Gau administration,” q b 

I next offer in evidence Document RelOlD, which immediately follows, 
Number 356, US Exhibit already in evidence. This is a letter from the Chief 
of Staff of the Main Offiee to Himmler, dated 30 March, 192, dealing with the 
confiscation of church property. The letter evidences the active participatic 
f the Party Chancellery in the confiscation cf relicious prorerty. 

Chief of Staff, Main Office, reports to Himmler 
concerning the policy o he SS in s ding all payment of rent to monasterie 
and other church institutions vhose property had heen expropriated. The 
letter discusses a preposal made by the Reich Minister of the Interior, in 
which the Party Chancery prominently participated, to the effect that the 
church institutions should be paid amcunts co sponding to current mortgar 
charges on the premises without realizing any prefite The writer further 

such payments should never be made directly to the ecclesiastical 
institutions, but rather should be made to the creditors of such institutions. 
I now quote from the fourth sentence on page 3 of that document: 
arrangement would he in line with the basic idea of the 
settlement originally worked out between the Party Chancery and the Reich 


Minister of the Interior,' 
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I understand the Reich Minister of Interior for 1933-19 was 
the Defendant Frick, 

The Leadershio Corps of the Nazi Party participated in the

In a letter ditel 27 September, 19! 0, Scichsi.itor and Deputy 
of the Fuchrer Bormann transnitted to the Defentant ros onber ¢

photostatic copy of a letter from Gauleitecr Florian, ‘lated 23 
September, 1940, witch exyressed the Gauleiter's intense disapproval, 
on Nazi ideolosical creunds, of a rcligious pamphiect cntitled, "The 
Spirit and Soul cf the flidier3," written by a Major Gencral ven 
Rabenaue 

I now offer in evicsase Document O64~PS. US Exhibit 359. Th is 
an original letter simmed by Rosentx r ching the cony of that matter, 
It contains Defonilant Ber ictter to Rosenberg, dated 27 September , 
1940, transattting the Gauleiterts letter of 23 September, 1940 to the 
Defendant Hess, in which the Gauleiter urses that the relicious writines 
of General von Rahcnau be suppressed, in his letter to the Defendant 
Hess, Gaulciter Florian discusses a conversation he had with 
General von Rabsenan at the stone of ture delivered by the Genera} 
to a group of youncer Arny officers at Aachen, This conversation 
illumines the hostile attitude of the Leadership Corps of the Nazi Party 
towards the Christian churches, I quote from the second sentence of 
the second paragraph of the secon? page of the Gaulciter's letter to the 
Defendant Hess, which a»pears on page 2 of the English Translation-<the 
second parasraph=-and I quotes 

“After he had affirmed the necessity of the churches, Rabenau 
‘ea, with emphasized sclf-assurance, somethins like the following: 
‘Dear Gauleiter, the Party is making mistake after mistake in the 
business with the’ churches, Obtain for me the neccessary powers from 
the Fuchrer and I suarantee that I shall succeed in a few months in 
establishing peace with the churches for all time.' After this 


catastrophic ignorance, I «ave up the conversation, 
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"Dear Party Member Hess: The reacting of von Rabenau's pamphlet 
‘Spirit and Soul of the Soldier! has reminded ne asain of this, In 
this brochure, Rabenau affirms the necessity of the Church straichtfonvard 
and clearly, even if it is pruilently careful, He writes on pase 28:3 
"There could be more examples; they would suffice to show that a soldier 
in this world can scarcely get along without thoushts about the next one,! 
Because von Rabenau is falsely based spiritually, I consider his activities 
as an cducator in spirituel affairs as dangerous, and I am of the opinion 
that his educational writin:s are to be tispensed with absolutely and that 
the publication section of the NSDAP ean and must renounce these writines, 
The churches with their Christianity are this danger acainst which the 
struggle must always be carried on," 

That the Party Chancellery shared with the Gauloiter hostility to the 
Christian churches is further revealed by the defendant Bormann's instruction 
to the Defendant Rosenbers, sect forth in Bormann's letter of transmittal 
that Rosenberg "take action" on the Gauloiter's recommendation that the 
General's writings be suppressed, 

I now offer in evidence Document 089=PS, USA Exhibit No. 360, which 
is a letter from the Defendant Bormann, as Deputy of the Fuchrer, to the 
Defendant Rosenberr, cated 8 March, 1940, enclosing a copy of Bormann's 
letter ef the same date to Reichsleiter Amann, Amann was a top member 
of the Leadership Corps by virtue of his position as Reichsleiter for 
the Press and Leader of the Party Publishing Company, In this letter 
to Amann, Bormann expresses his dismay and dissatisfaction that only 10 
percent of the 3,000 Protestant periodicals in Germany have ceased 
publication for what are described as "paper saving" reasons, Bormann 
then advises Reichsleiter Amann that "The distribution of any paper 


whatsoever for 
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I now refer to this document 089-PS, snd I quote the second paragraph 
of Bormann's lettur to Amann, which sppears on the first page--the s econd 
paragraph--of the Fnglish translation; 

"I urge you to see to it, in any redistribution of paper to be con- 


sicered later, that the confessional writing, which, according to experiences 


so far gathered, possesses very coubtful value for strengthening the power 


of resistance of the people towarc the externsl foe, receives still sharper 
restrictions in favor of literature, politically anc ideolosieally more 
valuable," 

I next offer in evicence Document LO1-PS, U.S.A. Exhibit No. 361, 
which is a letter from the Defencant 8 rmann, again, to Reichsleiter 
Rosenberg, dated the 17th of January, 1940, expressin:; the Party's 
opposition to the circulation of religicus literature to the members of 
the German irmed Forces, Among the solciers of the United Naticns, the 
proposition that there are no atheists in the fox-holes received a wide 
and reverent acceptation, However, in this cdecument, there is a contrary 
meaning, and I quote from page 1 of the English translation, which reads; 

"Nearly 211 the cistricts (that is Gaue) report to me regulrrly 
that the churches of both confessions are administering spirituolly to 
members of the Armed Forces, This administering finds its expression 
especially in the fact that soldiers are being sent relivious publications 
by the spiritual lenders of the home congregations, These publications are, 
in part, very cleverly composed, I have repeated reports that these pub-= 
lientions are being read by the troops and thereby exercise a certain in- 
fluence on the morale, 

"I have, in the past, sought by sounding out the General Ficld Marshal, 
the High Command of the armed Forces, ande.sReich Directar Amann, to restrict 
considerably the production and shipment of publications of this type. The 
result of these efforts rcmrins unsatisfactory, As Reichsleiter .\mann has 
repvatedly informed me, the restriction of these pamphlets by means of the,., 
paper rationing has not been achieved because the Popereeeis being purchased 


on the open market, 
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"If the influencing of the soldiers by the church is to be effectively 
combatted, this will only be accomplished by producing many good publications 
in the shortest possible time under the supervision of the Party eee 

"Thus at the last meeting of the Deputy Gauleiters » colmments were 
uttered on this matter to the effect that a ¢onsidernble quanity of such 
publications are not avail-ble, 

"I maintain that it is necessary that in the near future we transmit to 
the Party Service Offices down to Ortsgruppenleitern 2 Uist of additional 
publicstions of this scrt which should be sent to our solciers by the 
Ortsgruppen..." End of quotation. 

The Leadership Corps slso participated in measures leading to the 
Closing and Jissolution of theolo:ical schovls anc other religious insti- 
tutions, I new offer in evidence dcccument No, 122=PS y» USA Exhibit 
which, agai s a letter from the Defencant Bormann to the Defencant 
Rosenberg, in his capacity as the Fuchrer's itepresentetive for the Supervision 
of Spiritual and Ideological Schooling and Eduention of the NSDAP. This 
letter is dated 17th April, 1939, 2nd transmits to Rosenberg an enclosed 
photostatic copy of a plan sugested by the Reich Minister for Science, 
Education end Training for the combinins and closins of certain specifically 
listed theological faculties, In his letter of transmittal the Def encant 
Bormann requestec Reichsleiter ltosenberg, to take "cognizance and prompt 
action" with respect to propose: suppression of reli sious institutions, I 
now quote from the next to last paragraph of pare 2 of the En«lish trans- 
lation, in which the plan to suppress the religious institutions is summar= 
ized, and which reads: 

"To recapitulate this plan woulc incluce the complete closing of the 
theological faculties at Innsbruck, Salzburg and hiunich, the transfer of 
the faculty of Graz to Vienna, and the vanishing of four Catholic faculties; 
closing of three Catholic theolosical faculties or higher schools, and of four 
evangelical faculties in the Winter semester 1939/1940; closing of one 
further Catholic and cf three further evangelical faculties in the near 


future," 
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From the foregoing evidence, the inference is irrestible that the 
Leacership Ccrps of the Nazi Party shares a responsibility for the measures 
taken to subvert the Christian Churches and persecute the Christian clergy, 
both in Germany and in German-occupied territories of Rurope, The evidence 
just offered, together with that 


previously presented by the Prosecution,

demonstrates that there was general participation by the Leadership Cerps, 


ranging from the neichsleiter through the Gauleiter, achwed to by the rank 

anf file, in the deliverate progrzm undertaken to undermine Christian 
tress the significance of the appointment of the Defendant 

Rosenberg, whose anti-Christian views are open and notorious, as the

Fuehrer's 'celegate! or representative for the whole spiritual 
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and philosophical education of the Nazi Party. It was precisely this 
position which gave Rosenberg his seat in the R,ichsleitung, the 
Central staff of the urty comprisi g all the Reichslciter. But emphasis 
is placed not merely upon the fact that anti-Christs, such as the 
Defendents Bormann and Rosenberg, held cirective positions within the 
Leadership Corps, but upon the further fact that their directives and 
orders were passed down the chain of command of the Leadership Corps, 
anc. ceused the participation of its membership in acts subversive of 
the Christian Churche 

In Document Nog D=75, which I believe has previously been intro- 
duced, and I'm just going to quote one line from it, the Defendant Bormann 
stateds 

"Nazism anc Christianity are irreconcilable concepts." 

The Defendant Bormann was never more right, but he erred gricvously 
by his prophesy as to which of the two woulc first pass awaye 

I next turn to the responsibility of the Leadership Corps for the 
destruction of tho free trade unions, and the imposition of conspiratorial 
control over the productive labor of the Gorman nations 

The evidence relatin:: to the responsibility of the Nazi conspirators 

for the destruction of the independent trade unions has been previously 
introducee. in evidence in the U.S.A. Exhibit G which was the document 
book containin: the evidentiary materials relating to the destruction of 
the trade unionse The bricf evidence, which I shall now present, is 
offcrec. to prove the resvonsibility of the Leadership Corps of the Nazi 
Party for the smashing of the independent unions and the imposition of 
consviratorial control over the productive labor capacity of the German 
natione 

Soon after their seizure of power, prominent members of the Leadership 
Corps participated in the smashin;; and cissolution of the independent 
trace unions of Germany. The Defendant Robert Ley, precisely by virtue 


of his office as Reich Opganization Leader and Reichsleiter in the Leadere 


ship Corps, was Cirected by Hitler in mid-April 1939 to smash the indcepen= 


cent unionse 
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I will pass on over now to Document 392, U.See Exhibit No. 326, 


and I quote, beginning at the top of page 1 of the English translation: 
"On Tuesday, 2 May 19335. the coordination action of the 
free trade unions beginBs 
"Tho essential part of the action is to be directed against 
the General German Trade Union Feceration ana the General 
Independent Employees Fedcrationg 


"Anything beyond that which is dependent upon the free trade 


unions is left to the ciscretion of the Gauleiter's judgements 


"The Gauleiter are responsible for the execution of the coorc= 

ination action in the individual arease Supporters of the 

action should be members of the Netional Socialist Factory 

Cell O,cenizationse 

"The Gauloiter is to proceed with his measures on a basis of 

the closest uncersta nding with competent fau or regional 

factory cells circctorse 

"Tn the Reich, the following will be occupiecs 
The cdirectin; offices of the unions" 

Then it lists a number of offices, and I previously quotec. who was 

to be taken into protective custodys 

The next provisions 
"Exceptions are srantec only with the permission of the Gaue 
leitcrs 
"It is uncerstood that this action is to proceed in a 
stroncly Cisciplinec fashion. The Gauleiter are responsible 
in this respect. They are to hold the direction of the action 


firmly in hand.

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The defendant Ley's order for the dissolution of the independent 
trade unions was carricd out as planned and directed. Trade union 
promises all over Germany wore occupied by the SA and the unions cis- 
solved. On the 2nd of May 1933, the official NSDAP Press Service 
reported that the National Socialist Factory Cells Organization (NSBO) 
had “climinated the old leadership of Free Trade Unions" and taken over 
their leacershipe 

I now offer in evidence Document 222h—PS, USA, Exhibit Noe36h, 
which are pages 1 and 2 of the 2nd of May 1933 issue of the National 
Socialist Party Press Agencye I quote from paracraph 5 of page 1 of 
the English translations 

"National Socialism, which tocay has assumed leadership of the 

G.rman workin: class, can no lonzer bear the responsibility 

for lcayins the men and women of the German workin, class, the 

members of ‘the largest trade organization in the world, the 

German Trade Union i vercnty in the hands of a people who co 

not know a fathcrlanc. that is called Germany. Because of that, 

the National Socizlist Factory Ccll Orjanization (NSBO) has 


taken over the leadership of the trade unionse The NSDO has 
eliminated the old leadership of the trade unions of the General 


German Trace Unions Lea uc and of the General INcependent 


EmpLoyecs! Federationeee 


On 2 May 1933, the National Socialist Factory Ccll Organization 
(NSBO) took over the leacership of a11 trade unionss all trade 
union buildings were occupied and most stringent control has 


been organized over financial and personnel mattors of the 
orrani zation,"

As shown by the evidence, the assult on the incependent unions 
Cirected by the Defendant Ley, in his capacity as Reichsleitcr in charge 

of Perty O,ganization, assisted by the Gauleitcr anc rarty Formationsy 
included the seizure of trace union funds and property, In this connoct= 
ion I offer in evidence Document 1678S, U.S.A. Exhibit Ng. 365. This 
document is a report of a speech by Reichsleiter Ley on the llth of 
September 1937, to the 5th annual session of the German Labor Front. In 
this speech, Ley shamelessly corroborates the confiscation of trace 

union fundse I quote from paragraph of page 1 of the English transla~ 


tions 


"O,ce I saic to the Fuehrer: ‘My Fuchrer, actually I am standing 
with one foot in jail, for today I am still the trustee of the 
comrades 'Leipart' and 'Imbusch', and should they some cay ask me 
to return their money, then it will be 
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found that I have spent it, either by 
building things, or otherwise. But they shall 
never again find their property in the 
condition in which they handed it over to me. 
Therefore I would have to be convicted.! 

The Fuehrer laughed then and remarked that 
apparently I felt extremely well in this 
condition. 


It was very difficult for us all. Today we 
laugh about it ....." 


The plan of the Nazi conspirators to eliminate the Free Trade 
Unions was advanced by the enactment on 19th May, 1933, of a law 
which abolished collective bargaining between workers and employers, 
and replaced it with a regulation of working conditions by Labor 
Trustees appointed by Hitler. I refer to document }05-PS, which is 
the text of the law, 1933 RGBI, I, 285. After providing in Section 
1 for the appointment by Hitler of trustees of labor, this law 
provides, and I quote from Section 2 of the English translation of 
document 1,05. 

"Until a new revision of the social constitution, 
the trustees are to regulate the conditions for 

the conclusion of labor contracts. This practice 
is to be legally binding for all persons and 
replaces the system founded on combinations of 
workers, of individual employers or of combinations 
of employers cece" 

Having destroyed the independent unions and collective bargaining, 
the next step of the Nazi conspirators was to secure the Nazification 
of the field of industrial relations. I refer to document No. 1861-PS, 
which is the text of the law of 20th January, 193) RGBI, I, 5. 

This law was entitled the "Law Regulating National Labor," and it 
imposed the Leadership Principle upon industrial enterprisers and 
provided in Section I, paragraph 1, that the enterpriser should be 
the leader of the plant and the workers would "constitute his 
followers." I now quote from Section 1, paragraph 2 of the first 
page of document No. 1861-Ps. 

"The leader of the plant makes the decisions for 


the employees and laborers in all matters 
concerning the enterprise, as far as they are 
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regulated by this law. He is responsible for 
the well-being of the employees and laborers. 
The employees and laborers owe him faithfulness 
according to the principles of the factory 
community." 


The Trade Unions having been dissolved and the leadership 
principle superimposed upon the relationship of management and labor, 
the members of the Leadership Corps joined in and directed measures 
designed to replace the independent unions by the German Labor 
Front, the DAF, an affiliated Party organization. On the very day 
the Nazi conspirators seized and dissolved the Free Trade Unions, 


the 2nd of lav, 1933, they publicly proclaimed that a "united front

of German workers" would be formed with Hitler as honorary patron 
at a worker's congress on the 10th of May, 1933. I quote from the 


next to the last paragraph of page 2 of document 222l-PS, which was

"The National Socialist Party Press Agency is 
informed that a great workers' congress will 
take place on Wednesday, 10th May, in the 
Russian House of Lords in Berlin. The 

United Front of German workers will be formed 
there. Adolph Hitler will be asked to assume 
the position of Honorary Patron." 
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The Nazi conspirators employed the German Labor Front, the DAF, 
as an instrument forpropagandi,ing its millions of compulsory members 
with Nazi ideology. The control of the Leadership Corps over the 
German Labor Front was assured not only by the designation of Reich- 
Sleiter of th farty Organization Ley as head of the DAF, but by the 
employment cf a large number of rolitischen Leiter or political 
leaders, charfed with disseminating and imposing Nazi ideolory upon 
the large membership of the DAF; I now cite Document 2271=r1S, U.S.A. 
Exhibit No. 3258, which is the farty Organigation Book referred to 
yesterday, pages 185-187, and I quote from the first pace of the 
English translation, the first paragraph: 

"The Naticnal Socialist Factory C_lls Oreanizaticn, 
(NSBO), is a union cf the political leaders of the NSDAE 


in the German Labor Front. 


The NSBO is the carrier of the orcanization of the 
German Labor Front. 


The duties and responsibilities cf the NSBO have 
passed over to the DAF. 


The political leajers who have been transferred from 
the NSBO to the German Labor Front cuarantce the ideo- 
logical ecucation of the DAF in the Spirit of the 
National Socislistic idea." 

Now, if your Honor pleases, in addition to the evidence hereto- 
fore presented, the rrosecution stibmits thot it is another evidence 
cf crime that the Leacership Corps of the NSDAP was responsible 
for the plunderins of art treasures by the Defendant Reichsleiter 
Rosenberc's Einsatzstab Rosenberg, and the definition of "Einsatz- 
stab" is a "special staff!" anc I am tole that the word "Einsatz" 
means “to give action to't, In other worcs, it was a task force, 

a special staff. 

This subject, divertine from the text, had been prepared in 
connection with the ,encral subject of "ILuncerine of Art Treasures", 
and I shall now turn to the document bocks of the "Vluncerine of 


Art Treasures", because the citations now will be in this small booke 


I now pass te Your Honors! Document Book mn, and, may I say, 


diverting from the text, that the trial address, which is very brief, 
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and as I have been told by the Translating Division, has been trans- 
lated into all four languarzes, and as I understand, Colonel Dostert 
will distributcthem to all parties in their respective languages. 

Alsc by way of explanation, in the beginning, there is one 
reference here to the pluncering of art treasures in the occupied 
portion of Foland, which coes not bear directly upon this subject, 
but does on the general conspiracy; and i thought, in the interest 
of time, that we might follow the presentation, because it is very 
brief. 

May it please the Tribunal, the sections cf the Incictment 
which are to be proved at this point, are those dealin with the 
plunder of public and private property, under Count One, The Common 
Plan or Conspiracy. It is not my purpose to explore all phases 
of the ordinary plun“er in which the Germans engaged. However, I 
would bring to the attention of the Tribunal and of the world, 
the defencants' vast orcanized systematic procram for the cultural 
impoverishment of virtually every community in Europe, and for 
the errichment of Germany therebye 

Special emphasis willbe placed on the activities of the 
Einsatzstab Reichsleiter Rosenberg, and the responsibility of the 
leadership Corps in this regard is a responsibility that is 
shared by the Defendants Rosenberg, Goering, anc Keitel, and by 
the defendant organizations, the General Staff, High Command, 
Gestapo, the Security Service 2nd the SS. 

Before I deal with the plunder of thecultural treasures by 
the Einsatzstab Rosenberr, I wish to reveal briefly the incependent 
plundering operations, conducted in the General Government of occupied 
Folanc by authcrity of the Defendant Goering, and uncer the super= 
vision of Defendant Frank, the Governor General. 

In October, 1939, Goering issued a verbal order to a Dr. 
Muehlmann, askinz him to undertake the immediate securing of all 


Folish art treasurese 
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Dr. Muechlmann himself cives evidence of this order in Document No. 30l2 , 


found in the Document Book last introduced, as US Exhibit 375. 

THE PRESIDENT: Are the documents in Book W? 

COL. STOREY: Book Ws; yeSy Sire 

THE PRESIDENT : I was askinz whether the documents in Book W are 
placed in order of number in PS?

THE PRESIDENT: I have it, I was merely askin;; for ceneral 
information. 

COL. STOREY: These are consecutive, I would like to offer this 
affidavit and to road it in full. In short, it was obtained in Austria, 

"Kajetan Muehlmann states under oaths 

"T have been a member of the NSDAP since 1 April 1936, Iwas a 
Brigadier Gencral (Oberfuehrer) in the SS. 

"T was never an illecal Nazi. 

"JT was the special deputy of the Governor General of Poland, 
Hans Frank, for the safecuarding of art treasures in the General 
Government, October 1939 to September 193. 

"Goerin:, in his function as chairman of the Reich Defense Council, 
had commissioned me with this duty. 

"I confirm that it was the official policy of the Governor General, 
Hans Frank, to take into custody all important art treasures which belonged 
to Polish public institutions, private collections and the Church, I 
confirm that the art treasures mentioned were actually confiscated, 
and it is clear to me that they would not have remained in Poland in mse 
of a German victory, but they would have been used to complement German 
artistic property." Signed and sworn to by Dr. Muchlmann, 

On the 15th of November 1939, Frank issucd a decree, which is 
published officially in the Law of the General Government, and I ask 
the Court to take judicial knowledge, It's pace E.800, art. 1, sec. l. 


It's not in the document book, It is just a short quotation, of which 
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wé ask the Court to take judicial knowledge. Quoting: H0024 —0021 

"\11 movable and stationary property of the former Polish State 
will be sequestered for the purpose of securin: all manner of public 
valuables," 

In a further decree of 16 Deccmber 1939, appearing at pace E,610 
of the same publication, Frank provided that all art objects in public 
possession in the General Government were to be scized for the fulfillment 
of public tasks of common intcrest, insofar as they had not already been 
z2cized under the decree of 13 November, The decrce provided that, in 
addition to art collections and art objects belonrinz to the Polish State, 
there will be consijlered as owned by the public those private collections 
which have not already been taken under protection by the Special 
Commissioner, as well as all ecclesiastical art property, 

On the 2)jth of September 190, Frank decreed that all property 
seized on the basis of the decree of 15 Novemter 1939 will be transferred 
to the ownership of the General Govérnment, and this cecree is also 
found at pase E,810 of the same publication. 

It is impossible for me to furnish this Tribunal a complete 
picture of the vastness of the proram for the cultural impoverishment 


of Poland, carried out pursuant to the directives, as I cannot read 


into the record the 500-odd masterpieces catalogued in Document 1233-PS, 


or the many hundreds of additional items catalosued in Document 1709. 
Now, Document 1233, which I hold in my hand, is a finely bound, 
beautifully printed catalovue, in which Defendant Frank proudly lists 
and describes the major works of art which he had plundered for the 
benefit of the Reich. his volume was captured by the Monuments, 
Fine Arts and Archives Division of the Third United States Army, and 
was found in Frank's home near Munich, The introductory paze describes 
the thoroughness with which the General Government stripped Poland of 
its cultural possessions, That is quoted in Document 1233=PS, 

THE PRESIDENT: Will you hand that up? 

COL. STOREY: I am quotin: now from the introductory paze, the 
English translation, the first paracraph,. I might say by way of 


explanation that that lists all of the valuable art treasures, 
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THE PRESIDENT: Yes, Colonel Storey? 
COL. STOREY: I just started to say this book lists the 


valuable art treasures by titles. I now quote from the introductory 


par

"By reason of the decree of 16 December 1939 by the Governor 
General of the Occupied Polish Tcrritories, the Special Commissioner 
for securing objects of art anc culture was able to seize within six 
months almost all of the art objects of the country, with one 


exception: a series of Flemish Gobelins of the Castle of Cracow, 


According to the latest information, these are now in France, so 


that subsequent seizure will be possible," 

Leafine throuch this catalozuc, we find that it included 
refcorences to paintings by German, Italian, Dutch, French and 
Spanish masters, rare illustrated books, Indian and Persian 
miniatures, woodcuts, the famous Yeit-Stoss hand-carved altar (created 
here in Nurnbers and purchased for use in Poland), handicraft articles 


of gold and silver, antique articles of crystal, glass and 





i 


porcelain, tapestries, antique weapons, rare coins and medals. These 
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articles were seized, as indicated in the catalog, from public and private 
sources, including the National Museums in Cracow and Warsaw, the cathedrals 
of Warsaw and Lublin, a number of churches and monasteries, university 
libraries, and a great many private collections of Polish nobility. 

I wish now to offer in evidence the catalog bearing our number 
1233=PS. It is the one just introduced in evidence, and the Document bearing 
our number 1709-PS. This latter report,in addition to listing the 521 major 
items described in the catalog, lists many other items, thouzh generally no 
less important from an artistic standpoint, and were considered by the 
Germans to be of secondary importance from the standpoint of view of 
the Reich. 

It is interesting to note with what pains the Defendant Frank 
attempted to conceal his real purpose in seizins these works of art. The 
cover of the catalos itself states th:t the objects listed were secured 
and safesuarded. Strangely encuzh, it was found necessury to saferuard 
some of the objects by transpo:tins them to Berlin and depositing them 
in the depot of the Special Depzty cr in the safe of the Deutschebank, as is 
indicated on page 80 of Document 1709.-PS, U.S. Exhibit 378. The items 
referred to as having been transported to Serlin are listed in the catalog 
of objects safeguarded as being numbers |. 17, 27; 35, and so on, Thirty- 
one extrenely valuable and world-renown: sketehes of Albrecht Durer, taken 
from the collection of Impomicrski jn Lemberg, were likewise safeguarded, 

At page 68 of this report, Dr, !ushlmann states that he personally handed 
these sketches to Goering, who took them to the Fuehrer at his headquarters, 

Numerous objects of art, paintings, tapestries, plates, dishes, 
as well as other dinnerware, were also saferuarded by Frank, who had the 
Special Deputy deliver these objects to an arthitect for the purpose of 
furnishing the castle at Cracow and the Schloss &ressendorf, which were the 
residences of the Governor Gener2l, It was apparently Frank!s belief that 
these items would be safer in his possession, used to grace his tabie and 
dazzle his guests, than they would be in the possession of the rightful 


Ownerse 
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There is no doubt whatever that virtually the entire art possession 
of Poland was seized for the use of Germany, and would never have been 
returned in the event of German victory. Dr. Muehlmann, a noted German art 
authority, who directed the seizure program for the period of four years 
and was endowed by Frank with sufficient authority to promulgate decrees 
generally applicable throughout the territory, has stated the cbjectives 
of the program in no uncertain terms in the affidavit to which I have just 
referrede 

So much for Poland. 

I now direct the attention of the Tribunal to the activities of the 
Einsatzstab Rosenbers, an organization which planned and directed the 
looting of the cultural treasures of nearly all Europe. To obtain a full 
conception of the vastness of this locting ;»rogram, it will be necessary to 
envision Europe as a treasure=house in which is stored the major portion 
of the artistic and literary preduct of two thousand years of Viestern 
Civilization. It will further be necessary to envision the forcing of 
this treasure-house by | horde cf vandals, bent on systematically removing 
to the Reich these treavives, xtrie} are, in a sense, the heritage of all 
of us, to keep them there for the enjoyment and enlightenment of Germans 
alone. Unique in history. this art seizure program stav’zers one's 
imagination and challenz:s one's ereculity. The documents which I am 
about to offer in evidence will present undeniable prcoo: of the execution 
of the policy to strip the occupied countries of the accumulated product 
of centuries of devotion to art and whe pursuit of learning, 

May I digress here a moment and state that we are not going to 
offer all the documents and all the details, because our Sovict and French 
colleagues will offer a great many of the detailed documents in Support of 
their case on War Crines. 


I now offer in evidence Lc. nt 1346-.P5, as US Exhibit 367. 


That is an order of Hitler dated the 29th of January 1940, which set into 


motion the art seizure program that was to envelop the continent. Here 


is the original. I call your Honors! attention to this original, being 
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signed by Adolf Hitler, and I believe it is in the famous Jumbo type. 
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I quote the order in its entirety. It is very short: 

"The tHone Schule! is supposed to become the center for 
National Socialistic ideological and educational research, It will 
be established after the conclusion of the war. I order that the already 
initiated preparations be continued by Reichsleiter Alfred Rosenberg y 
especially in the way of research and setting up of the library. 

"All sections of the Party and State are requested to cooperate 
with him in this task." 

Although the above order makes no specific mention of the seizure 
of art properties, by the 5th of November 1940, the program had extended 
beyond its original scope to include the seizure of Jewish art collections. 

I now offer in evidence Document 141-PS, which is a certified 
copy of an order signed by Goering, dated 5 November 1940, in which the 
Defendant Goering states, and I quote: 


"In conveying the measures taken until now for the securing of 


Jewish art property by the Chief cf the Military Administration, Paris, 


and the Einsatzstab Rosenberg, the art objects brought to the Louvre will 


be disposed of in the following way: 
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"Those art objects about which the Fuehrer has rescrve” for himself the 
decision as to their use. 

We Those art objects which serve to the comp’etion of the 
Reichsmarshail's collectione 

"3-e ## Those art ovjects and livrary books, tie use of vhich seem useful 
to the establishment of the hi ;her institutes of learning, and which come 
tihin the jurisdiction of Reichsleiter tosenberg. 

the These art objects vhich are suited to be sent to the German museums 

Thus, early in 19);0, eleven months after the initiation of the program 

efor establishment of the library for ideologicil research, the original 
purpose nad beenexpanded so as to incluce the seizure of art wrks, not only 
for the benefit of research, bvt for the delectation of the Fuehrer and 
Goerins, and the enhancement of the collections of German museums. 

Impelled as they were by the erfidicus dream of sub jugating a continent, 
the Nazi conspirators could not content themselves merely with the 
exploitatior. of the cultural rick 1s c? France, 2d rapidly .xt nded their 
activities t: the oticr occupied c«untries. . now °ffer inc vicence Document 
Noe 137-PS. That is a copy of an crder signed ty the Def nant Keitel, dated 
Sth of July 1940; ond I should like to read that brief order in full. 

"Tose Chicf of Army Hich Command 

Chief of the Armed Forczs in ths Netherlands. 

"Reichsleiter Rosenberg suggested to the Fuehrer that: 

le The state libraries and archives be searched for documents 
valuable to Germany. 

2e The Chancelleries of the nigh church authorities and lodges be 
searched for political maneuvers directed against us, and that the material 
in question te seized. 


"The Fuchrer has ordered that this sugcestion be followed and that tl 


Gestapo, supported by the archivists cf Reichsleiter fF. senberg, be put in 


charge of th: researches. The Chief cf Security Police, SS Grvppenfuehrer 
Heydrich, has »een informed. He will communicate with the competent military 
commanders im order to execute this order. 

"These measures will be exccuted in all regions cf the Netherlands, 
Belgium, Luxembourg, and France occupicd by us. 
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"It is requested that subordinate services be informed. 
“Chief of Army iligh Command: 
"Signed KEITEL." 

From the Netherlands, Belgium, Luxembourz and Frznce the Linsatzstab's 
activities ultimately were expande’ still further t» Norw::- and Dermark. 

I now offer in evidence Document 159=PS, US Exhibit 380, wich is a copy of 
an order signed by Utikal, Chief of the Eincatzstab, catec the 6th of June 
19h, from hich it is scen that a syvecial mission of the Einsatzstab was 
sent to Norvay anc Denmark. 

As the German Army penetratec to the eact, the fingers of the 
Einsatzstab reache out to scize the cultural riches thus made available to 
them, and their activities were exterited to the Uccupied Eastern Territories, 
including the Baltic States anc the Ukraine, as well as to Hungary anc Greece 
I now offer in cvicence Document 2.53-PS, US Exhibit 381, being a certified 
copy of a letter from Rosenterg to the Reichcommissioner for the East, and 
Reichcommissioner for the Ukraine, dated 27 April 192. The subject of the 
letter is stated to be as foilows: 


"Formation of a Central Unit for the Seiture and Securin; of Objects 


of Cultural Value in the Occupied astern Territories." In the last 


paragraph of that document, i quote: 

"With the commissars of the Ncicu a special departme:.t within 
Department II (political) has b-enset up f:» a lixited time for the seizure 
and securin;: of o!} jects of cultiirai valuece *s office is uncer the control 
of the head of the main group of Sinsatzstab of Reichslviter Rosenh rg for 
the occupied territories."

On May 1, 1941, Goring issuec on order to all Party, State and 
Wehrnacht services, which I am new offering into eviderce as 1117-PS, 

USA Exhibit 384 an originel order bearing Goring's signature, This order 
requested all Party, Strte and Wehrnacht Services, and I now quote: 

"eto give all possible support cnc assistance to the Chief of Staff 
of Reichsleiter Rosenberg's staff.,.the above-rcntioned persons are requested 
te report to me on their work, particularly on any difficulties which might 
arise," 

On 30 May, 1942, Goring claimec credit for a large cegree of the success 
of the Einsatzstab, I offer into evicence a captured photost atic gopy of 1. 
letter from Goring to iiosenberg, showing Goring's signature, which bears 
our No, 1015i-PS, which I offer in evicence as USA Exhibit 3&5. The last 
paragraph of this letter states as follows: 

"..20n the.other hand I also support personally the work of the 
Einsatzstab wherever I c2n co so, 2nd a sreat part of the seized cultural 
goods cnn be accounted for because I was able tc assist the Hinsatzstab 
with my organizations," 

If I have tried the patience of the Tribunal with numerous cebails as to 
the origin, the growth and the oper’ 1 of the art looting organization, 
it is because I feel that it will be impossible for me to convey to you a full 
conception as to the magnitude of the plunder without conveyin; to you first, 
information as to the vast organizational work that was necessary in order to 


enable the defendants to collect in Germany cultural treasures of staggering 


proportions, 
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Nothing of value was safe from the srasp of the Einsatzstab, In view 
of the great experience of the Einsatzstab in the complex business of the 
organized pluncer of e continent, its facilities were well suited to the 
looting of naterinl other then cultural objects, Thus, when Rosenberg 
required equipment for the furnishins of the offices of the administration 
in the east, his Einsatzsteb was pressed into action to confiscate Jewish 
homes in the west. Document No. L-188, which is USA Exhibit 386, -nd which 
I now offer into evidence is a copy of 2 report submitted by the cirector of 
Rosenberg's Office West, operatin; uncer the Ministery for the Occupied 
Eastern Territories. I wish to read at some len:th from this dccument and 
I call the Tribunal's attention te the third paragraph on page 3 of the 
translation, 

"The Hinsatzstab Rcichsleitur siesenberg was charged with the carrying ~ 
out of this task, (that is: the seizure of art properties), In addition 
to this seizure of property, et the suggestion of the Director West of the 
Special Section of the Einsatzstab, it was proposed to the Reichsleiter that 
the furniture anc other contents of the unguarded Jewish homes should also 
be secured and dispatched to the Minister for the Occupied Eastern Terri- 
tories for use in the Eastern Territories," 

The last miragraph on the same pase states: 

"At first all the confiscated furniture and goais were dispatched to 
administration of the Occupied Eastern Territories, Owing to the terror 
attacks on German cities which then beran, onc in the knowledge that 
bambed-out people in Germany ought to have preference over the eastern 
people, Reichminister anc Reichsleiter Rosenberg obtained a new order from 
the Fuhrer according to which the furniture etc, obtained through the M 
action was to be put at the disp sal of bombed-out people within Germany." 
The report continues with a descrip. . of the efficient methods employed 
in looting the Jewish homes in the west (top of page 4 of translation.) 

"The confiscation of Jewish homes was carried out as follows: So-called 
confiscation officials went from house to house where no records were avail- 
able of the addresses of Jews who had departed or fled as was the case, for 
instance, in Paris, in order to collect information as to abandoned Jewish 


homes,..They crew up inventories of those homes and subsequently sealed theme se 
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"In Paris alone about twenty confiscation officials confiscated more 
than 38,000 homes, The transportation of the contents of these homes was 
completed with the entire cer park of the Union of Prrisian Rumoval Con- 
tractors who had to provide up te 150 trucks, 1200 to 1500 french laborers," 

If your honor please, I am omitting the rest of the details of that 
report because our French collea:ucs will present the details later, 

Looting on such 2 scale scems fantastic, But I feel I must refer to 
another statement: For though the scizure of the contents of sver 71,000 
homes and their shipment to the Reich in upwards of 26,000 railroad cars 
is by no means 2 petty operation; the auantitics of plundered art treasures 
ana books, and their incalculsble values as revealed in the documents I am 


about to offer will mke these ficures dwindle by comparison, 
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I next refer to the stacks of leather=bound volumes in front

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The mere statement that 21,903 art works have beens eized does not furnish 
an adequate conception of their value. I refer again to the statement in the 
document thus quotec: The extraordinary artistic «nd material value of the 
seized art works cannot be expressed in figures, and that they are objects of 
sucha unique character that their evaluation is entirely impossiblee These 
thirty-nine voiumes are by no means a complete catalocvc. They present, at the 
most, pictures of about 2,500 of the art objects scized, and I ask you to 
imagine that this catalogue had been completed and i: the place of thirty-nine 
volumes we had 350 to 00 volures. In other words, if they were prepared in 
inventory form as these thirty-nine volumes to cover al of them, it would take 
350 to 400 volumes.

April 16, 193. It is a copy of a letter from Hosenberz to Hitler. The 


occasion for the writing of this letter was the birthday of the Fuehrer, to 


commemorate which Resenverg presented some folders of photographs of pictures 
seized by the Einsatzstabe I imasine, althouch we have no authentic evidence, 
that probably some of these S prey 1 for that occasione In the closing 
paragraph of ti.e letter, Document O15-PS, he says: 

"I beg of you, my Fuehrer, to ~ive me a chance curing my next audience 
to report to you orally on the whole extent anc scope of this art seizure 
actione I beg you to accept a short written intermoadiate report of the 
progress and extent of the art scizgure action, which will Le usec as a basis 
for this later oral report, and also accept three copies of the temporary 
picture catalogues which, too, only show part of the c-7lection zou own. 

I shail deliver further catalogues which are now bein> compiled, when they 
are finished." 

Rosenbergs then closes with this touching tribute to the aesthetic tastes 
of the Fuehrer, tastes which were satisfied at the expense of a continent, and 
I quote: 

"I shall take the liberty during the requeste1 audience to give you, 


my Fuehrer, another twenty folders of pictures, with the hope that this short 
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occupation with the beautiful things of art which are nearest to your heart 


will send a ray of beauty and joy into your revered lifeY 
THE PRESIDENT: Will you read all the paséege that you began; five lines 
above that? 
COLONEL STOREY: Just a moment, sir. 
THE PRESIDENT: Beginning with the words, "These photos represent -- 
COLONEL STOREY: “These photos represent an addition to the collection of 
fifty-three of the most valuable objects of art delivered some time ago to you: 
collection. This folder also shows only a small percentage of the exceptiona 
work and extent of these objects of art seized by my service command, 
Dienststelle, in France, and put into a safe place in the Reich." 
If your Honors please, at this time we would like to project on the scree! 
a few of these photographs. The photographs of paintings which we are now 
about to project on the screen are taken from a single volume of the catalogue, 
and are merely representative of the many volumes of pictures of similar works. 
The other items, photos of which are to be projected, were picked from various 
volumes on special subjects. For example, the Gobelin tapestry which you are 
about to see is merely one picture from an entire volume of tapestry illustrat 
Each picture that you will see is representative of a number of volumes of 
similar pictures, and each volume from which these single pictures were taken 
represents approximately a tenth of the total number of volumes which would be 
necessary to illustrate all the items actually plundered bythe Einsatzstab. 
We will now have the slides; just a few of them. 
This first picture is a portrait of a woman, painted by the Italian 
painter Palma Vecchio. 
The next picture is a Portrait of a Women, by the Spanish painter 
VelasquezZe 
This picture is a portrait of Lady Spencer, hy the English painter 
Sir Joshua Reynoldse 
This picture is a painting by the French painter Watteau.e 
is a painting of the Three Graces, by Rubens. 
is a portrait of an Old Woman, by the famous painter Rembrandt. 
painting of a Young Woman, is by the Dutch painter van Dyck. 
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Now, this picture is a sample of 16th century jewelry in gold and enamel,

I all your attention again that cach of the pictures you have just 
scen is morcly representative of a large number of similar items illu- 
strated in the thirty=—nine volume catalogue, which is in itself only 
partially completee There is little wonder that the Fuehrer's occupation 
with these beautiful thins of art, which were nearest to his hearty 
shovl¢c have sont a ray of beauty and joy into his revered life. I coubt 
that any musewa in the world, whether the Metropolitan in New York, 
the British Muscum in Lon‘’on, the Louvre in Faris or the Tretiakov 
Gallery in Moscow could present such a catslovue as this; in fact, 
should they pool their breasures the result woulc certainly fall short 
of the art eclicction that Germany amassec for itself, at the expense 
of the other nations of Kuropee Never in * 
crcat becn amassed with so little scruples 

It is rcofreshinz, however, to know that the victoricus Allied 
armics have recovered most of such treasures, principally hiccen away 
in salt minus, tunnols, and sccluced castles, anc the proper Covern= 
mental agencics are now in the process of restoring these priceless 
works of art to their ri.vhtfui owner

Exhibit 370, and it is simply offered for the purpose of showing 
the address to the highest Reich authorities anc services directly

ip a letter to the Defendant Bormann, dated the 23rd of April 191, 
the Defendant Rosenberg protested against the arbitary removal by the 
SD and other public services—librarics, monastaries, and other insti- 
tutions--and he proposed that in the claims by the SD md his represen=~ 
tative, the final regulation as to the confiscation should be mare by 
the Gaulecitcr.

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The Reichsresierung, meaning Reich Cabinet, unlike mos 
groups named in the incictment, was not especially create by the Nazi 
carry out or implement its nefarious schemes and purposes. 
Reicnsregicrung <= commonly referred to as the Cabinet -- had, befcre 
the Nazis came to power, a place in the constitutional and political 
history of the country. As with other cabinets of culy constituted 
eovernments, the executive power of the realm was concentrated in that 


bodye The Nazi conspirators realized this only too welle Their aim 


for totalitarian control over the State could not be secured -- they 


realized except by acquirin.:, holfing an’ utilizing the top level 
machinery of theState.e. And this they cir’. Unier the Nazi rezime the 


Reichsresierun; .rad 
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agent of the Nagi Party with functions and policies formulated in 
accordance with the objectives and methods of the Party itself, The 
institution of the Reichsrericrung vecamee-at first sradually and then 
with more rapidity--polluted by the infusion of the Nazi conspirators 
into the Cabinet, Many of them--16 to be exacte-sit before you today 
in the dock, There was no plan, scheme or purpose=-however vile or 
inhuman or illegal in any sense of the worde=that was not clothed with 
the sertJance of lesality by the Nazi Reichsresicrung. It is for that 
reason that we will ask this Tribunal~-after the proof has been offere d~~ 
to declare that body, as defined in the Indictment, to be a criminal 
organization. The proof will be divided into two main caterories-- 
the first of which will tenc to ostablish the composition and nature of 
the Reichsre~ieruns uniter the Nazis, as well as Celineating briefly its 
functions and powers; while the second will tend to establish--and 
conclusively we belicve--the reasons why the brand of criminality should 
be affixed to that CTOUD. 

The term Reichsre:icrun;: literally translated reads "Reich 
Governnent", Actually, as we sail, it was commonly taken to refer to 
the ordinary Reich Cabinet, In the Indictment the term Reichsre:-ierunr 
is defined to include, not only those persons who were members of the 
ordinary Reich Cabinet, but also persons who were members of the Council 
of liinisters for the Defense of the Reich and the Secret Cabinet Council, 
However, the really important subdivision of the three is—-as the proof 
will show--the ordinary cabinet, Between it and the other two there was 
in reality only an artificial listinction,. There existed, in fact, a 
unity of personnel, action, functions, anc purpose that obliterated 
any acaciemic separation, As usec in the Indictment, the tern "orcinar y 
cabinet" means Reich Ministers, that is, heads of .epartments of the 
central government; Reich idinisters without portfolio; State Ministers 
actin; as Reich Ministers; and other officials entitlel to take part 


in meetinzs, 
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I might state here that, altogether, there were 48 persons who 
held positions in the ordinary cabinet. Seventeen of them are defendants 
before the Tribunal. Bormann is absent. Of the remaining 31, eight 
are believed to be deads 

Into the ordinary cabinet were placed the leading Nazi collaborators, 
the trusted henchmen, and then, when new governmental agencies or 
bodies were created, either by Hitler or the cabinet itself, the 
constituents of these new bodies were taken from the roles of the ordinary 
cabinete 

In 1933, when the first Hitler cabinet was furmed on the 30th of 
January, there were ten ministries that could be classified as departments 
of the central government. I have here a typed copy of the minutes of 
the first meeting of that cabinet. These were found in the files of the 
Reichs Chancellery and bear the typed signature of one Weinstein, who 
was described in the minutes as responsible for the protocol, the 
counsellor of the ministry. That document already appears in Document By 
but I again refer the Tribunal to Page of the translation, which is 
Document 351, as shown in your Document Book, and contains a list of 
those presente 

THE PRESIDENT: 351—FS? 

COLONEL STOREY: Yes, sir, 351-PS, US Exhibit 389. 

The ten ministers referred to therein are set forth. They are -= 
and I reads 

"Reichsminister Forei.m Affairs, the Defendant Von Neurath; 
Reichsminister cf the Interior, the defendant Frick; Reichsminister of 
Finance, von Krosigk; Reichsminister of Economy" and then I skip to the 
bottom of the page: "Reichsminister of Food and Agriculture, Dr. 


Hugenberg; Reichsminister of Labor, Seldte; Reichsminister of Justice -—" 


No name is given. The post was filled two days later by Guertner; Reichs 


Defense Minister, von Blomberg; and the Reichs Postmaster General and 
Reichsminister for Transportation, von Eltz Ruebenach. 

In addition, you will note that the defendant Goering was there 
as a Reichsminister. He had no portfolio then, and as Reichs Commissar 
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for Aviation. Dr, Peregke was there as Reichs Commissar for Procurement 
of labor. Two State Secretaries were present; Dr. Lammers of the 
Reichs Chancellery and Dr. Meissner of the Reichs Presidential Chancellery. 

THE PRESIDENT: In the copy I have, the defendant Goering appears 
as the Reichs Minister for Aviation. 

COLONEL STOREY: Yes, sir. I mentioned that he appears as Reichs 
Minister and as Reichs Commissar for Aviation. 

THE PRESIDENT: I don't see that. Oh, I see. I was reading from 
the first two pages of the document. You were reading from paze )? 

COLONEL STOREY: Yes. 

THE PRESIDENT: Very well, 

COLONEL STOREY: I am informed that the Ministry was created later, 
but it is given as Reichs Commissar for Aviation. 

In addition, the defendant Funk was present as Reichs Press Chief, 
and the defendant von Papen was present as Depaty of the Reichs Chancellor 
and Reichs Commissar for the State cf Prussia. 

Not long after that date new ministries or departments were created 
into which leading Nazi figures were placede On 13 March 1933 the 
Ministry of Popular Enlichtenment and Propaganda was createde The decree 
setting it up appears in the 1933 Reichsgesetzblatt, Part I,page 104, our 
document 2029-PS, * 

- I assume that the Court will bake judicial notice of the laws and 
decrees, as we have mentioned in the previous proceeding, 

The late Goebbels was named as Reich Minister of Popular Enlightenment 
and Propaganda, On 5 May 1933 the Ministry of Air; Reichscesetzblatt 
1933, Part I, page 241; our document pobpurs, On 1 May 193) the Ministry 
of Education. I refer to 193), Keichsgesetzblatt, Part I, paze 365, our 
document 2078-rs. On 16 July 1935 the Ministry for Church Affairs, 1935 
Reichsgesetzblatt, Part I, page 1029, our dceument 2090-PS. The defendant 
Goering was made 4ir Minister; Berhard Xust, Gauleiter of South Hanover, 
was named Education Minister, and Hans Kerrl named Minister for Church 


Affairs, 
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Two ministries were added after the war started. On 17 March 
1940 the Ministry of Armaments and Munitions was established. 190 
Reichsgesetzblatt, Part I, page 513, our document 2091-P5. The jate 
Dre Todt, a high Party official, was appointed to this poste The 
defendant Speer succeeded hime The name of this department was changed 
to “Armaments and War Production" in 1943. 1943 Reichszesetzblatt, 
Fart I, page 529, our document 2092=PS. On 17 July 1941, when the 


seizure of Eastern territories was in progress, the 
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Ministry for the Occupied Eastern Territorics was created. The decree 
appointins the ccfendant Rosenberg to the post of Minister of this cepart— 
ment has slreacy been reeeived in evidence as USA Exhibit 319, 

During the years 1933 to 1945 one ministry was cropped--that of 
Defence, which was Inter called War. This took place in 198 when on 
4 February Hitler took over command of the whole Arned Forces, At the 
same time he created the "Chief of the Supreme Command of the Armed Forces" 
or, in other words, the Chief of the OKW. This was the defencant Keitel, 
The decree accomplishinz this change is pubis hed in the 1938 Reichszesetz- 
blatt, Part I at page 111, It appears in our Document Book as 1915=PS,— 
ana I would like to qoote . brief portion of that decree, It bezins at the 
bottom of the scconc paragraph: 

"He--"referring to the Chicf cf the Supreme Commanc of the jrmed Forces——" 
is equal in rank te a Reichs Minister, 

"At the sane time, the:supreme command takes the responsibility for 
the affairs cf the Reichs iiinistry of War, and by my order, the chief of the 
Supreme comucnc cf the armec. Forevs exercises the authority formerly 
belonzins to the Reichs Minister," 

Another change in the composition of the cabinet curing the years 
in question should be nuited, The post of vice-chancellor was never 
refilled after the defencant von Papen left on 30 July 1934. 

In accition to : heads of Cepartments that I have outlined, the 
ordinary cabinet also cunt:ined Reich Ministers without portfolio. Among 
these were the cefendants Hans Frank, Seyss-Inguart, Schacht, after he left 
the Economics Ministry, von Neurath, after he was replaced as Ministry of the 
Interior, There were other positions that also were an integral part of tho 
cabinet, These were the Deputy of the Fuehrer, the defendant Hess, and 
later his successor, the Leader of the Party Chancellery, the defendant 
Martin Bormann; the Chief of Staff of the SA, Ernst Roehm, for the seven 
months prior t assassination; the Chief of the Reich Chancellery, 
Laniers, anc as we have alrcady menticnec, the Chief of the OKW, the def- 
endant Keitel, These men had cither the title of or rank of Reich Minister. 
I have alreacy reac. portions of the law creating the Chief of the OKW where 
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his importance in Cabinet affairs is delineated, The importance of the 
cefendants Hess and Bormann will be soon expounded, while that of the Chief 
of the eich Chancellery, Lammers will also soon become self-evident. 

But there were others, such as State Ministers Acting as Reich Min- 
isters, Only two persons fell within this category--the Chief of the 
Presidential Chancellery, Otto Meissner, anc the State Minister of the 
Protectorate of Bohemia and Moravia, K. H. Frank, In 2dcition, the Indict- 
ment names--2s belonging to the orcinary cabinet "others entitled to take 
part in Cabinet meetings." Many governmental agencies were created by the 
Nazis between the years 1933 anc 1945, but the peculisrity of such creations 
was that in most instances such new posts were given the right to partic- 
ipate in cabinet mectings. Here the list is long but significant. Thus, 
those entitlec to take part in Cabinct meetings were the Commanders in Chief 
of the army and the Navy; the Reich Forest Master; the Inspector General 
for Water anc Power; the Inspector General of German Roncs; the iteich Labor 
Leader; the Reich Youth Leader; the Chief of the Foreign Organization in the 
Foreign Office; the Reichsfuehrer SS nnd Chief of the German Police in the 
Reich lfinistry of the Interior, the Prussian Finance Minister; anc the Cab- 
inet Press Chief, 

These, then, were the posts anc some of the personnel in the orcinary 
cabinet, They were all positions of such common knowledge and notoriety 
that the Tribunal can judicially notice, Further, they o11 appear on the 
chart, entitled "Organization of the Reich Government" which was authen=- 
ticated by the defencant Frick and is in evicence as Exhibit USA No. 3, 
which kr. Albrecht introduced on the secont cay of the trial, They are 
also provable by laws and decrees published in the Reichszgesetablatt and by 
notices in the semi-official monthly publication entitled "Das archiv" which 
was edited by an official cf the liinistry of Populer Enlightenment and 
Propaganda=-all of which erc also within the jucicial notice purview of 
this Tribunal,

Although 
it is not encumbent upon us to prove who they werc-sinee the group and not 
the individuals sre under consideration--nevertheless their names are already 


before this Tribunsl in the original governmental chart, USA Exhibit No. 3. 


Since it will be of interest to the ‘tribunal to see what persons--and 17 of 


them are defendants--held what positions in the Cabinet, 2 table has been 
prepared which lists all the departments and posts I have mentioned and the 
encumbents thereof during the years 1933 to 19,5, The German equiv-lents of 
the titles are -lso shown and, with the permission of the Tribunal, I will 
now distribute this table to its mumbers, Copies have likewise been filed 
in the Defendants! Information Center, The table a is annotated with 
citations to sources verifying the facts shown--211 of which, however-—were 
of common knowledge during the period in question. 

Diverting from thé text: This is simply prepared for the convenience 
of the Tribunal in connection with studying the briefs and the documents, 
aS I said at the outset, the proof will show that there was only an artif- 
icial distinction between the ordinary cabinet, the Secret Cabinet Council 
and the Council of iuinisters for the Defense of the Reich, This is evidenced 
in the first instance by the unity of personnel between the three subdivisions, 
Thus, on 4 February 1938, Hitler created the Secret Cabinet Council, If your 
Honors will refer to this big chart, you will notice under 1938, there is a 
red line pointing down to the Secret Cabinet Council created curing that year, 
This decree appears in the 1938 Reichsgesetzblatt, Part I, at page 112, It is 
in our document book -s Document 2031-PS and I should like to quote from this 


document,

Tt will be noted that every manber was either a Reichsminister or, as, in 
the ense of the jrmy, Navy and OKW heads, had the renk and authority of a 
Reich liinister,. 

On 30 August 1939, Hitler estrblished the Council of liinisters for the 
Defense of the Reich or better known «s the Ministerial Council. This was 
the so-called cabinet. The decree appears in the 1939 Reichsgesetzblatt, 
Part I, =t pige 1539. I now refer to Document 2018-PS of the Laws and 
Decrees from which I quote Paragraph 1: 

"(1) 4 Ministerial Council for Reich Defense 

shnll be established as 2 standing committee 

out of the Reich Defense Council.

The former post was held by the defendant Frick 
while the lntter was first held by the defendant Schacht and then by the 
defendant Funk who signed the decree in that cavacity. These facts are 
verified by the defendant Frick on USA Exhibit Noe 3 which is the Nazi 
governmental organization chart previously referred toe 

As we will leter show, these two posts had many of the other 


ministries subordinated to them for war planning aims and purposes. They 


together with the Chief of the OKW formed o pewerfnl triumvirate that is 
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shown in the three boxes down from 1935 to 1933 known as the “3-=Man 
Colleze" which figured prominently <= as the proof will disclose -- in 
the plans and preparations to wage agscressive wer. and the encumbent of 
those positions were cabincet membors «= the defendants Frick, Funk and 
Keitel.

The Ministerial Defense Council was created in 19), -- the Delegate for 
Total War Effort, Goebbels. These agencies were, next to Hitler, important 
Nazi functionaries. And in every case, as the chart Shows, they were 
occupied by personnel taken from the ordinary cabinet, The arrow running 
from the Reich Defense Council to the Ministerial Defense Council ig 
intended to reflect the fact shown previously that the latter was formed 

out of the former, We will, for other points of this presentation, refer 
again to the chart -~ especially that portion to the rizht which relates 

to Ministries. 

The unity, cohesion, and interrelationship of the sub-divisions of 
the Reichsregierung was not the result of a co-mixture of personnel alone. 
It was also realized by the method in which it operated. The ordinary 
cabinet consulted together both by meetings and throuch the so-called 
circulation procedure. Under this procedure, which was predominantly 
used when meetings were not helc, drafts of laws prepared in the individual 
ministries were distributed to the other cabinet members for approval or 
disapproval, 

The man primarily responsible for the circulation of drafts of laws 
under this procedure was Dre Lamners, the Leader and Chief of the Reich 
Chancellery. I have here an affidavit executed by him concerning that 
technical device which we offer in evidence as U.S.A. Exhibit 391. It 
appears in our Document Book as Document 2999—PS. I should like to read 
all of its 

"I, Hans Heinrich Lammers, being first duly sworn, depose and say: 

"I was Leader of the Reich Chancellery from 30 January 1933 until 
the end of the war, In this capacity I circulated drafts of proposed 
laws and decrees submitted to me by the Minister who had drafted the law 
or decree, to all members of the Reich Cabinet. A period of time was 


allowed for objections, after which tse law considered as being accepted 


by the various members of the Cabinet. This procedure continued throughout 


the whole war. It was followed also in the Council of Ministers for Defense 
of the Reich." 
"and signed "Dr. Lammers," 


and sworn to before Colonel Hinkel. 
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As an illustration of how the circulation procedure worked I have 
here a memorandum dated 9 August 1943, which bears the facsimile sicnature 
of the defendant Frick, and is addressed to the Reich Minister and Chief 
of the Reich Chancellery.

law in question and a carbon copy of a letter dated 22 December 1943 from 


the defendant Rosenberg to the Reich Minister of the Interior, containing

The Defendant Hess himself has some pertinent comment to make

Reich liinister for Enli-htenment of the People and Propasanda, sicned 
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by Hess. I now quote the entire document: 


"By a decree of the Fuchrer dated 27 July 193), I have been 
granted the right to participate in the lesislation of the 
Reich as regards both formal laws and legal ordinances, 
This right must not be rendered illusory by the fact that 
I am sent the drafts of laws and decrees so late and am 
then given a limited time, so that it becomes impossible 
for me to deal with the material concerned durin; the given 
time. I must point out that my participation means the 
taking into account of the opinion of the NSDAP as such, 
and that in the case of the majority of drafts of laws and 
decrees, consult with the appropriate departments of the 
Party before makinz my comment, Only by proceeding in 
this manner can I do justice to the wish of the Fuchrer 
as expresse! in the decree of the Fuchrer of 27 July 193h. 


I must therefore ask the Reich Ministers to arranze that

COL: STOREY: May I assume, your Honor, that we need offer no 
further proof that the Party itself had to do with the making of these 
laws as sugested by the Defendant Hess? I thought it was incumbent upon 
us to prove that the Party dominated this cabinet and particularly the 
leadership corps. 

THE PRESIDENT: You are dealing now with the Reich Cabinet, and I 
think the Tribunal is satisfied that the Reich Cabinet had full powers 
to make laws, 

COL: STOREY: I think that we go a little step further and undertake 
to show, if we have not already shown, that the way and manner in which 
they cid it by consulting the Party was criminal. Now, I have some other 
laws to cite here in corroboration of that but if the Tribunal is satisfied,

COL: STOREY: If your Honors please, when we adjourned we were 
speaking of these laws that had been passed, and certainly I do nct want 
to offer any cumulative evidence or any that is not necessary. I therefore 
am briefly referring to the laws which we propose to offer nowe 

The Party, as your Honors will recall, had 25 fundamental points 
which they had set out to achieve, as introduced in evidence yesterday. 
Those points, your Honors will recall, related to everything from the 
abrogation of the Treaty of Versailles and St. Germain to the obtaining 
of greater living space, and so forthe 

Now, we pro,ose to cite to your Honors various decrees and laws 
passed by this Cabinet carrying into effect what we contend were the 
criminal purposes of the Party, and that, therefore, the Reich Cabinet 
was asked by the Party to give semblance of legality to their allezed 
criminal purposes. That is the only reason we expect to chronicle or 
to mention the laws that were passed in pursuance thereof. And I shall 
proceed as your Honors suzvest and simply list a croup of the laws that 
seek to establish the so-called 25 points of the Nazi Farty. Perhaps, 
with your Honors! permission, I will just refer to a few of them as being 
indicative of the type of laws that were passed to further their 25 points. 

For example, in implementation of this point the Nazi Cabinet 
enacted, among others, the followinz laws: 

The Law of February 3,1938, concerninz the obligation of German 
citizens in foreign countries to register. That is cited in the Reichs= 
gesetzblatt.

Here is one of 28th June, 1935, that changes the Penal Code, 
1935 Reichsgesetzblatt, Part I, page 839. 

Here is the final one I will mention: 16th September, 1939, 
permitting second prosecution of an acquitted person before a 
Special Court, the members of which were named by Hitler; 1939, 
Reichsgesetzblatt, Part I, page 181. 

Nov, next are some Lavrs that related to the extermination of 
the Trade Unions, which I have already cited, and they are in 
Document Book G. I will not refer to them. Then the laws 
abolishing collective bargaining. I have referred to those. I will 
pass them. 

In fact, even the infamous Nuremberg laws of September 15th, 
1935, although technically passed by the Reichstag, were nevertheless 
worked out by the Ministry of the Interior. This is verified by the 
work of Dr. Franz A. liedicus, entitled Ministerial-dirigent," 
published in 190. It is Document 2960-PS, USA Exhibit 06. I would 
like to refer to the paragraphs at page 62 of the original 
publication, and translated in our Document 2960-PS. 

2960-PS, beginning the first paragraph: 

"The work of the Reich Ministry of Interior forms 
the basis for the three ‘Nurnberg Laws! passed by 2 
resolution of the Reichstag on the occasion of the 
Reich party meeting of Frecdom. 

"The tReich Citizenship Lawt as well as the ‘Law 
for the protection of German blood and German honor! 
opened extensive tasks for the Ministry of Interior 
not only in the field of administration. The same 
applies to the ‘Reich Flag Law! that gives the 
foundation for the complete reorganization of the 
use of the flag." 


A few decrees of the Council of Ministers which similarly 


supplied the legal basis for the criminal 
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acts and conduct of the conspirators, about whichthe Tribunal has already 
heard and will hear more, relate to those of August 5, 190, which imposed a 
discriminatory tax on Polish workers in Germany; and that is in 190, 
Reichscesetzblatt, Fart I, Page 1077. 

Also the law of December 191, which imposed penal measures against the 
Jews and icles in castern occupied countries; 19h1 Reichsgesetzblatt, Part I,

The last one was concerning the employment of Eastern workers, which I 
referrec. to this mornins. 

Almost inmneciately upon Hitler's coming into power, the cabinet commenced 
to implement the Nazi conspiracy to wage aggressive ware Three of the 
tseuments that establish this point have already been introduced in evidence, 
They are EC-177, 2261-75, anc 219-PS, respectively. Document EC-177, which 
is USA Exhibit 390, is a lone copy of the minutes, and I ber the indulgence 
of the Tribunal for referring to it again, EC-177 --

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the 20 August 1943, Henirich Himmler was my ceputy in this cepacity, Before 
the outbreak of the war my task as plenipotentisy for Reich /cministration 

was the preparation of organization in the event of wer, such as, for instance, 
the eppointment of lirison men in the different ministries who would keep in 
touch with me, is Plenipotentizry for Reich adininistration, I, together with 
the Plenipotentisry for Eeonomy and OKW formed what was called a "3-Man 
College", We also were manbers of the Reich Defense Council, which was 
supposed to plan preparations and decrees in case of war, which later on 


were published by the Minist:rial Council for the Defense of the Reich,

Since, as soon as the war started, everything hnd to be done speedily < 


there would have been no time for planning, such measures and decrees were 
repared in advance in case of war, 11 one then still had to do was to 
pull out of the drawer the war orders that had been prepared, Later on, 
after the outbreak of the war, these decrees were enacted by the Ministerial 
Council for the Defense of the ~cich." 

Signed and sworn to by Dr, Wilhein Frick, on the 19th of November, 1945, 

To sum up this phase of the proof, the Cabin.t by its own decision -nd 
its own laws, created - large war-planning body - The Reich Defense Council - 
the members of which were taken from the cndinct. Within the council they 
Set up © snicll working committee, grin composed of esbinet maubers anc cer= 
tain cefense officials, a mijority of whom were appointed from the cabinet 
members, To streamline the netion, thy placed all of its ministries - 
except Jir, Propaganda and Foreign .ffcirs, into the groups headed respet- 
tively by the Plenipotentiaries for sconomy and .dininistretion, and the OK, 
anc everything was organized in and for the greatest secrocy, 

That is this 3-Man College, 

Now, in conclusion, if your Honor please, I would like at this 
summarize bricfly the proof concczn: “he Reichsregierung, 

From 1933 to the «nd of the war, the Reichsregicrung comprised the 
dominant body of influence and leadership below Hitler in the Nazi Govern= 
ment, The three sub-divisions were included in the torm "Reichsregicrung" 
in the indictment: the ordinary cabinet, the secret cabinet and the Council 
of Ministers for the Defense of the Reich, Yet, in reality, there existed 
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only an artificial, illusory boundry between the three, 


The predominant sub-division was, of course » the ordinary Cabine 


which was commonly referred to ~s the Reichsregierung, 


In it, were the leading politicul end military figures in the Nozi 
Government. 17 of the 22 defen.cnts before this Tribun>l were integral 
parts of the ordinary Cabinet,

The SA was the first of the or ‘anizations conceived and created 
by the Nazis as the instrument and weapon to effectuate their evil

objectives, anc it occupied a place of perculiar and sipnificant 
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importance in the scher: of the conspirators, Unlike some of the other 
orsanizations, the functions of the SA were not fixoc or statice On

motives of many of the conspir:tors. 


May I disress from my text and say to the Tribunal that we have here 


on the table all of these publicaticns , beginning with the year 193k, up 


throuryh and including the year 1939, the official weekly newspaper entitled 


"Der Si-Mann", meaning the SA man, published in Munich, had wide distribution 
and was on sale at news stands an? distributed throuchout Germany and 
occupied countries. 

In addition, "Der SA-lena! served to report upon and document the 
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activities of the SA as an or-2nization, and those of its constituent 
groupse I sha’l have occasion at 2 later point to refer to certain 
portions of this publication for the consideration «f the Tribunale 

The eneral organizational arrangement or plan of the SA will be 
demonstrated to the Tribunal by the documents waich sh21l subsequently 
appeare At this point I: wz ssy simply that this proof will show that 
the SA developed from scattered bands of street ruffians to a well-knit 
echesive unit orcanized on 1 military basis, with militory training and 
military functions, and, ~bcve all, with an ¢¢ressive, militaristic and 
warlike spirit and philosc2hye Ihe orcanization extended throufhout the 
entire Reich territory ane +1s orsanized vevtically into local groups 


and divisions. Horizonta” ._y, there were special mits including military, 
cavalry, communications, ngi:eer, and medical unitse Your Honor will 
observe the chart that I will introduce officizlly a little. Tater on the 
wall. Coordination of these various croups and orencles was strictly 
maintained by the Si Headquarters and operational offices, and those 
offices were locatec in Munich. 

The relationship between SA and NSDAr is the rcxt subjecte 

The case arainst the SA is 2 stron: one nd its bosis or founcation 
consists of its sisuifies’t and peculizr rel-tionship and affiliation with 
the Nazi tarty and the principal conspirators. 

It is su>mitted that 2 relationship or ssociation amon¢ the elleced 
conspirators constitutes im ortant and convincin; evicence of their joint 
participation in an establishe’ conspiracy; and this principle is particu- 
larly applicable because the affiliation between the SA and the Nazi 
leaders was closely maintcined and adhered to and was adopted to the 
purpese of enabling the c.nspirators to employ the SA for any use or 


activity which might be necessary in the course of effectuatinz the ob- 


jectives of the conspiracy. 


This we find that the SA wasin fact, conceived and created by Hitler 
himself, in the year 41921 at the very inception of the onnspiracy > 
Hitler retained direction of the SA throushout the period of the 


conspiracy, dele.-ating the responsibility for its leadcrship to a Chief 
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cf Staff. Hitler, in fact, was often known throu;shout Germany as Osaf, or 


Oberster SA Fuehrer, or translated, meanins the hizhest SA Fuehrer. 


The Defendant Goering was an early member of the SA and he maintained 
a close affiliation with it throushout the course of the conspiracye 

The Defendant Hess participated in many of the early battles of the 
SA and was a leader of an SA group in Munich. 

The Defendants, Frank, Streicher, von Shirach, and Sauckel, each 
held a position of Ober;j;ruppenfuehrer in the SA, a position corresponding 
te the rank of Lieutenant-General; and the Defendant Bormann was a member 
of the Staff of the SA Hish Command. 


The clcese relationship between the SA and the leaders of the Nazi Farty i 
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demonstrated by the fact that the Hoheitstraeger of the Nazi Leadership 
Corps were authorized to call upon the SA for assistance in carrying out 
particular phases of the Party program. This was established yesterday 
by Document 1893-PS, which your Honors will recall I quoted from a number 
of times in connection with the presentation of the Leadership Corps, It 
was ceclared in that excerpt, pase 11 of the English translation, as your 
Honors will recall, that the Hoheitstraeger were empowered to call upon 
the SA for the execution of political missions connected with the movement. 
This responsibility of the SA to the Party is also shown by - Document 
2383-P5, which is an ordinance for the execution of the Hitler decree, 
which I now offer in evidence as U.S.a. Exhibit 110. I quote from 

page 3 of the tnglish translation. 

THE PRESIDENT: What is the PS number? 

COL. STOREY: 2383. If your Honors will turn to paze 3 of the 
English translation, it is the tvird and fourth paragraphs on page 3 == 
it is the fourth paragraph, I beg your pardon. 

"The formations of the NSDAP, with exception of the SS, for whom 
special provisions apply, are subcrdinated to the sovereizn bearer 
(Hoheitstraecer) politically ana in respect to commitments. Responsibility 
for the leadership of the units rests in the hands of the unit leader," 

It was in accordance with such authority, as was proved yesterday 
in the Leadership Corps presentaticn, that the SA was used in the seizure 
of trade union properties. 

In accition, the SA demonstrated its close affiliation to the Nazi 
Party by participating in various ways in election proceedings. This is 
shown in Locument 2168-PS, which is a pamphiet entitled "The SA", which is 
U.S.A. Exhibit 411, and this pamphlet cepicts the history and general 
activities of the SA, written by an 5A Stormfuehrer named Bayer, upon 


orders from SA Headquarters, In that pamphlet, and I quote on page } 


of the Eneligh translation, down towards the bottom of the page, the last 


parazraph, besinnine on line 3: 
"At the foremost front the labor and struzele of the SA was not in 


vaine They stood at the foremost front of election fizhts." 
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THE FRESIDENT: I am sorry, will you tell me which pa:‘e? 

COL. STOREY: It is page h of the “nglish translation, I beg your 
pardon, Document 2168, down at the last paragraph, if your Honor please, 
beginning at the third line: 

"The labor and the st®ugzle of the SA was not in vain, They stood 
at the foremost front of election fights." 


Adolf Hitler, himself, on the 2nd of September, 1930, took over the 


leacership of the SA as the Supreme SA Fuchrer., He himself guidec his SA 
b + 


in the fateful election fight of the year 1930. 

Further evidence of the interest and participation of Nazi leaders 
in the activities of the SA is to be found in these five bound volumes, 
which consist of the issues of the SA newspaper, "Der SA-Mann", from the 
year 1934 to 1939 inclusive, and I should like, at this time, to ask that 
each of these bound volumes be marked for identification because each of 
them will be referred to from time to time during this presentation, They 
will begin with U.S.A. Exhibit 1h, 15, 416, 417 and 418 and they are 
referred to by appropriate document numbers, which I will refer to when the 
quoted portions come in the English translation. 

Throughout these volumes there appear photographs portraying the 
participation of Nazi leaders in SA activities. I Should like, at this 
time, to describe a few of the phot vraphs and I will indicate the page 
numbers upon which they appear. 

If your Honor please, we set cut a number of these photographs but I 
Should like, at this time, to exhibit to the Tribunal and pass into 
evidence, one of the photcyraphs appearing in the January 1937 issue, and 
it is a photograph of Goeving at the carenories held upon the occasion of 
his being made Obergruppenfushrer of tie ¥2l therrnhalle Regiment of the SA, 
on the 23 of January, 1937, anc i. officer in evidence the photcgraph and the 
page of the newspaper. We will pass it up to your Honors if you would like 
to sce it. te offer it in evidence, 

Here is another photograph of Goering, leading the Feldherrnhalle 
Regiment of the SA in parade on the 18 of September, 1937, shown at page 3. 


The other photograph was at page 23 cf the January 1937 edition of the SA. 
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I call the attention of your Honcrs to a few of the cther photorcraphs 
that appear, Here is a photovraph of Hitler greeting Huhnlein, bearing 
the caption: "The Fuehrer Greets Corps Fuehrer Huhnlein at the opening 
of the International Automebile Fair < 1935."

* SHE FRESIDENT: Colonel Storey, is there any doubt that Hitler and 


Goering were inembers of the SA? 


COLe STOREY: No, sir, but the purpose in showing those photographs, 
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if your Honor please, was to show the military character of the SA, 
If there is no question about it and it is cumulative, then I will pass on, 

The work of the SA did not end with the seizure by the Nazis of the 
German Government, but affiliation between the SA and the Nazi leaders 
was continued after the acquisition by the Nazis of the control of the 
German State, The importance of the SA in connection with the Nazi 
Government ani control of Germany is shown by the law of December l, 
19336 I have already referred to that, that is the union of Party and 
State. However, there is one parazraph that has not been quoted 
before, if your Honor please, and I would like to call your Honor's 
attention to it. It is our Document 1395-PS, and it appears in the 
English translation on pase 1 and I quote Article 2, 

"The Deputy of the Fuchrer and the Chief of Staff of SA become 
members of the Reich Government in order to insure close cooperation 
of the offices of the Party ane SA with the public authorities, 

Similarly, in Document 2383, which I referred to a moment 2 Ome 
will simply refcor tc it; that is 2383, pace ll, the last parasraph: 
rarty and State offices must support the SA in this trainin: effort 
and evsluate the certificate of possession of the SA ‘Jcfense insisnia 
accordincly, 

That the Nazis at all times possessed complete control of the SA 
is showm »y the so-called "Roehm Puree" of June 193. Evidence 
concernin; this matter is to be found in the Voelkischor Beobachter of 
1 July, 1934, at page 1, I will not quote from that. 

Roehm had been Chief of &teff of the SA for several years, and was 
responsible for the development of the SA into a powerful organization 
With definite provrams and objectives. 


Members of the SA were required to take a personal oath of fidelity 


to hin, But when his policies conflicted with those of the Nazi leaders, 


he was removed and murdered, and was replaced by Victor Lutze, This 
drastic action was accomplished without revolt or dissension in the rmks 


of the SA, and with no chance in the objeetives or procram 
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of the organization, The SA remained "a reliable and stron;: part 
of the National Socialist movement"+—mand I am quotinc; this is 


Document 2,07, the English translation of the Voclkischer Beobachter. 


It is the last paragraph in the English translation, just above the 


name "{dolf Hitler." I will say for the translators that the quotation 
is incluijed in our text, if we might go one 

I quotes; "It is my wish that the SA be built up as a reliable and 
strong part of the National Socialist movement, full of obedience and 
blind discipline, They must help to create and form the new German 
citizens," 

The importance of the SA in the Nazi plan fr the utilization of 
the people of Germany is shown in Hitler's pronouncement; "The Course 
fcr the German .’erson," This appears in the issue of “Der SA=Mann", 
of the 5th of September, 1936, at pare 22, It is our document 3050-PS, 
and it is at pace 29 of the English translation; pare 29, of 
Document 3050-rS, the parasraph in the middle of the parse, and I quote: 

"The boy, he will enter the Youn; Volk, and the lad, he will 
enter the Hitler Youth, the young man will co into the SA, in the SS, 
and in other units, and the SA and SS men will one day enter into

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anc from there to the Army, anc the solcier of the Volk will return 
again into the orvenization of the movement, the rarty, in the SA and 
SS, anc never again will our Volk cecay as it once was cecayec."

The second phase relates to the period prior to the Nazi scizure of 
powers During this perioc the SA was a militant anc agzressive group of 


fichters or ganusters, 
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whose function was to combat, physically and violently all opponents 
of the Party. 

The third phase relates to the period of several years following 
the Nazi scizure of power. During this period the SA narticipated in 
various measures designed tu consolidate the control of the Nazis, in- 
cluding such Nazi inspired programs as the dissolution of the trade 
unions, the persecution of the church, and the Jewish persecutions, to 
which I have alrendy aluded. Durine this vericd they continued to serve 
as a force of political soldiers whose purpose was to nhysically combat

The first phase is in connection with the dissemination of ideology. 

The first function of the SA consisted of its responsibility to 
disseminate the doctrines and ideologies, acceptance of which was 
necessary for the fulfulment of the Nazi objectives. From the very 
the Nazi lenders emphasized the importance of this missione During 
course of the conspiracy the SA undertook many duties and responsibilitic 
but one resnonsibility which remained constant throurchout was that of 
being propagandist of the National Sneialist idolozy.e 

I now refer, Your Honors, to the En¢clish translation of Document 
276C, which is an excerpt from "Mein Kampf", and it is shown at nage 5 
of the translation of the document. This is the third parsgraph on 
page 5 of the document, and I quotes 


"As the directing idea for the inner training of the Sturmabteilung, 
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the intention was alwavs dominant, aside from 211 physical education, 
to teach it to be the unshokeable convinced defender of the National 
Socialist iden." 

I might add thot Hitler's pronouncement as to the function of 
the SA in this respect become, in effect, the fuiding principle of 
members, for Mein Kampf was taken to express the basic philosophy 
the SA. 

In Document No. 2554-PS, which is an excerpt from the Organization 
Book of the Party, at pare 1, of the English transletion -- it is quoted 
in the text, and I quote paragraph 1: 

"Education and training, according to the doctrines and aims of the 
Fuchrer as they are set down in Mein Kampt and in the Party procram, for 
all phases of our living and of our National 8 


This same document -- the Organization Book of the Party -- refers 


to the SA's function as the pronarancist of the Partye
